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The  People 
Behind  the 
Products: 
Maxine  Floden 
and 

Jackie  Oliver 


Maxine  Floden  and  Jackie  Oliver  are 
veterans  of  the  APH  braille  production 
area.  Maxine  has  worked  for  APH  full 
time  since  1961  and  is  currently  the  super- 
visor of  the  transcribers,  artists,  and  tool- 
ers.  Jackie  has  also  been  with  APH  since 
1961  and  is  now  the  supervisor  of  the 
proofreaders,  typesetters,  TED/PED  op- 
erators, and  checker/comparers.  They 
agreed  they  are  as  “close  as  sisters”  be- 
cause they  have  worked  together  for  over 
20  years  and  have  shared  each  other’s 
problems,  goals,  and  accomplishments. 

Maxine  has  family  in  Louisville  and  other 
parts  of  Kentucky.  She  is  married  and  has 
a son  and  young  granddaughter.  Jackie’s 
immediate  family  resides  in  Jeffersonville, 
Indiana,  where  she  lives  with  her  husband 
and  cat.  In  their  spare  time  Maxine  and 
Jackie  both  enjoy  outdoor  activities.  Max- 
ine likes  bicycle  riding,  hiking,  and  play- 
ing golf.  Jackie  enjoys  walking,  garden- 
ing, and  planting  flowers.  Maxine  is  also 
an  avid  interior  decorator,  while  Jackie 
enjoys  gourmet  cooking. 


What  did  you  do  when  you  first 
started  working  at  APH? 

Jackie  stated,  “I  was  a stereograph  opera- 
tor for  19  years.  [The  stereograph  ma- 
chine produced  braille  dots  on  a metal 
plate.  The  dots  were  embossed  by  the  use 
of  six  keys  which  represented  the  six  dots 
in  a braille  cell.]  In  1981 1 became  the 
proofreading  supervisor.” 

“They  agreed  they  are 
as  ‘close  as  sisters’...” 

Maxine  explained,  “I  was  a stereograph 
operator  until  1979  and  then  became  the 
supervisor  of  transcribers.  In  the  early 
days  we  worked  on  completely  manual 
stereograph  machines.  We  then  received 
machines  that  were  driven  by  compressed 
air.  The  Braille  Transcription  Editors 
(BTEs)  were  installed  after  we  became 
supervisors.”  [A  BTE  is  a specially  modi- 
fied IBM®  personal  computer — see  next 
page  for  description.] 
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What  are  the  processes  in  your 
areas  that  print  material  goes 
through  to  become  braille? 

Maxine  said,  “First,  Ralph  McCracken 
edits  a book  before  it  is  translated.  If  the 
book  has  drawings,  he  determines  which 
are  to  be  done  as  raised  lines  and  which 
are  to  be  explained  in  text.  The  book  is 
then  sent  to  the  artist  who  does  the  draw- 
ings. When  the  book  is  returned  from  the 
artist,  I assign  it  to  an  operator  who  tran- 
scribes the  print  directly  into  braille.  The 
operators  know  braille  formatting  ex- 
tremely well.  You  can  hand  them  a book 
and  they  know  what  is  to  be  done. 

“Proofreading  is  chal- 
lenging and  at  times 
very  complicated.” 

“The  BTE  machine  is  used  for  transcrip- 
tion. It  is  similar  to  the  Perkins  Brailler  or 
a mechanical  stereograph  machine  in  that 
it  has  the  same  layout  of  six  keys.  How- 
ever, the  difference  is  we  now  write  the 
braille  copy  onto  a floppy  disk  using  a 
program  set  up  in  the  BTE.  This  program 
has  various  features  to  help  us  with  tran- 
scription; for  instance,  simulated  braille 
appears  on  the  BTE  screen.  When  a book 
is  completed,  we  send  the  disk  to  the  Text 
Embossing  Device  (TED)  area  or  the  Plate 
Embossing  Device  (PED)  area,  depending 
on  what  is  required  of  the  book.  [The 
TED  and  the  PED  are  computer-driven 


braille  embossers.]  After  this  process, 
Jackie’s  area  takes  over.” 

Jackie  continued,  “We  proofread  braille 
from  two  different  APH  production  areas. 
One  set  of  material  comes  from  Maxine’s 
area  [transcribed  material],  while  the  other 
set  comes  from  the  Data  Processing  De- 
partment [translated  material] . A proofing 
copy  of  a book  is  mn  on  the  TED  and  the 
braille  pages  are  sent  to  me.  I distribute 
this  work  among  the  proofreaders  and 
copyholders,  who  check  it  for  errors. 

After  the  copy  is  proofread  and  correc- 
tions are  made  on  disk  by  the  BTE  opera- 
tors, the  book  is  sent  back  to  the  TED  and 
PED  area.  Now  the  book  is  ready  for 
production.” 

What  are  the  requirements  for  the 
employees  in  your  area? 

Maxine  stated,  “The  employees  need  to  be 
Certified  Braillists,  and  have  a high  school 
education  or  the  equivalent.  They  use  a 
braille  transcribing  manual  that  is  put  out 
by  the  Library  of  Congress.  With  this 
manual,  they  practice  drills  and  exercises 
to  help  them  improve  their  transcribing 
skills.  After  they  finish  all  the  lessons  in 
the  manual  (and  I feel  like  they  have  done 
a good  job),  they  write  a 35  page  manu- 
script which  is  mailed  to  the  Library  of 
Congress.  They  are  given  three  tries  to 
pass — they  need  to  score  80%  or  better.” 

Jackie  explained,  “Proofreading  is  chal- 
lenging and  at  times  very  complicated. 

The  employees  in  the  proofreading  area

need  not  be  certified,  but  they  are  required 
to  take  a test  given  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. To  pass  this  exam,  they  also  need 
to  score  80%  or  better.  People  stay  with 
us — there  are  several  people  who  have 
been  here  for  over  15  years  and  a few  who 
have  been  here  over  20  years.” 

Braille  transcription  presents  many 
challenges—what  do  the  braillists 
do  if  they  come  across  a problem? 

Maxine  responded,  “Many  things  they  can 
look  up  for  themselves  in  reference  books. 
If  they  can’t  find  the  answer,  they  come  to 
me  and  we  work  it  out  together.” 

What  have  you  found  to  be  the 
most  rewarding  part  of  your  job? 


“Knowing  that  I’ve  done  a good  job  when 
I leave  work  and  being  satisfied  with  my 
accomplishments,”  Maxine  stated. 

“I  enjoy  working  to  help  people  who  are 
visually  impaired.  I hope  that  we’re  mak- 
ing their  lives  a little  easier  by  providing 
books  in  an  accessible  form,”  explained 
Jackie. 

“Not  only  is  our  job  rewarding,”  said 
Maxine,  “it’s  also  enjoyable  because  of 
the  family  atmosphere  in  our  areas.” 

Nodding,  Jackie  added,  “Since  many  of  us 
have  worked  together  for  more  than  20 
years,  we  know  each  other  very  well; 
therefore,  we’re  able  to  rely  on  one  an- 
other. Everyone  is  very  dedicated.”  V

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Academic  Test 
Needs

One  of  the  ongoing  activities  of  the  De- 
partment of  Educational  and  Technical 
Research  is  monitoring  the  use  of  educa- 
tional measures  utilized  by  teachers  and 
psychologists  in  schools  throughout  the 
United  States.  This  enables  the  depart- 
ment to  determine  which  tests  should  be 
adapted  for  braille  and  large  type  editions 
Our  studies  also  help  us  determine  the 
need  for  tests  developed  to  answer  spe- 
cific and  unique  needs  within  the  vision 
field. 


It  is  important  to  add  that  one  of  the  main 
thrusts  of  our  current  research  is  to  inves- 
tigate evaluation  instruments  that  will  be 
useful  in  the  transition  from  school  or  re- 
habilitation to  work.  We  are  very  inter- 
ested not  only  in  specific  tests,  but  in 
learning  about  areas  that  need  evaluation 
for  which  the  reader  knows  no  currently 
existing  measure. 


APH’s  monitoring  of  tests  is  done  in 
ways:  by  canvassing  commercial  test  cor- 
porations to  find  tests  that  are  widely  used 
in  the  United  States,  by  direct  query  such 
as  this  article,  and  by  holding  testing 
needs  meetings  with  psychologists  and 
teachers. 

Responses  Are  Needed 

In  the  past,  the  most  useful  responses 
received  by  APH  concerning  testing  were 
those  submitted  as  a result  of  notices 
printed  in  this  publication.  Since  it  is  time 
to  plan  our  adaptations  and  test  develop- 
ment for  the  next  few  years,  we  wish  to 
begin  our  investigation  by  asking  APH 
Slate  readers  to  respond  with  their  needs 
in  the  area  of  educational  evaluation.

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“PARTS  IS  PARTS”  or 
How  to  Obtain 
Replacement  Parts 
for  APH  Products 

Many  of  you  are  familiar  with  APH  prod- 
ucts that  contain  large  numbers  of  parts, 
such  as  the  Sensory  Stimulation  Kit.  Most 
of  these  parts  do  not  have  a regular  APH 
Catalog  number,  so  you  may  wonder  how 
they  can  be  replaced  if  they  are  damaged 
or  missing.  Here’s  the  scoop: 

Obtaining  Parts  that  Are  Damaged 
or  Missing  by  Fault  of  APH 

We  make  a strong  effort  to  inspect  our 
products  before  shipment.  If  you  do  open 
a product  and  discover  a damaged  or 
missing  item  by  fault  of  APH,  we  will 
repair  or  replace  the  part  at  no  cost  to  you. 
We  must  be  notified  of  the  problem  within 
the  warranty  period,  which  is  usually  30 
days  from  the  date  the  product  was 
shipped  from  APH  (some  products  have  a 
longer  warranty  period). 

Obtaining  Parts  that  Are  Damaged 
or  Missing  Because  of  Long  Use 

Most  individual  parts  that  are  made  by 
APH  can  be  replaced  in  case  of  damage  or 
loss.  If  a part  is  destroyed  after  the  war- 
ranty period  has  expired  or  is  destroyed 
during  the  warranty  period  in  a way  that 
APH  cannot  control  (e.g.,  mangled  by 
Fido)  it  can  be  special  ordered  at  the 
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customer’s  expense.  Please  contact  the 
APH  Business  Office  and  provide  the 
following  information: 

• The  name  of  the  product 

• The  name  of  the  part  (check  the  parts 
list  for  the  precise  name) 

• A description  of  the  part 

APH  will  give  you  the  cost  of  the  item  and 
ask  how  you  would  like  it  to  be  shipped. 

The  “Small  Print” 

APH  will  only  sell  replacements  for  items 
that  are  not  obtainable  on  a commercial 
basis.  For  example,  if  Fido  runs  off  with 
the  “squeaky”  toys  from  the  Sensory 
Stimulation  Kit,  APH  will  not  replace 
them,  since  they  are  available  from  local 
stores.  Conversely,  if  the  teddy  bear  foam 
pillow  from  this  kit  gets  your  dog’s  atten- 
tion, we  will  replace  it,  since  this  is  a 
unique  item  that  cannot  be  purchased 
anywhere  else. 

APH  will  ship  a replacement  part  as  soon 
as  possible.  If  the  item  is  in  stock,  we  will 
ship  it  immediately.  If  the  item  is  not  in 
stock,  we  will  ship  it  when  the  next  run  of 
the  product  is  completed.  This  may  result 
in  a time  lag  between  your  order  and  the 
delivery  of  the  part,  but  we  hope  you  will 
understand  that  it  is  not  practical  to  make 
a single  copy  of  a part  separate  from  a run 
of  the  entire  product.

List)  is  an  electronic  database  that  gives 
professionals,  volunteers,  parents,  and 
others  the  ability  to  locate  educational 
materials  for  students  who  are  visually 
impaired.  This  database  can  be  accessed 
over  phone  lines  using  a personal  com- 
puter. 

New  Prices 

Recently  there  have  been  significant 
changes  in  CARL  pricing.  The  annual 
subscription  fee  for  CARL  has  now  been 
dropped.  New  subscribers  are  charged  a 
one-time  CARL  set  up  fee  of  $100. 

APH-CARL  continues  to  be  accessed 
through  SpecialNet®,  a database  owned 
by  GTE.  The  one-time  set  up  fee  for  Spe- 
cialNet is  $25.  The  annual  SpecialNet 
subscription  fee  has  been  reduced  from 
$200  to  $35. 

The  only  other  possible  set-up  cost  is  a 
one-time  fee  for  telecommunications 


software  ($235  for  IBMs  and  compatibles, 
$195  for  Apple  IIs).  If  you  already  own  a 
telecommunications  program  compatible 
with  a Hewlett-Packard  intelligent  termi- 
nal, there  is  no  need  to  buy  either  of  these 
programs. 

On-line  charges  for  CARL  are  $30  per 
hour.  Most  subscribers  will  save  money 
with  this  new  price  structure. 

New  900  Number 

For  many  years  APH  has  provided  text- 
book information  over  the  telephone. 
Teachers  and  others  from  all  over  the  U.S. 
can  call  APH  to  ask  about  the  location  of 
particular  textbooks.  This  service  was 
provided  free  for  over  30  years,  but  in 
order  to  offset  the  increasing  costs  of 
maintaining  the  database,  APH  has  in- 
stalled a 900  number.  All  calls  for  text- 
book source  information  are  now  handled 
through  1-900-860-1839.  These  calls  will 
appear  on  your  regular  phone  bill.  The 
cost  is  $2.00  for  the  first  minute,  and
